King Vikramaditya of Ujjaini had agreed to 
assist an exacting ascetic at certain midnight 
rituals of magic and necromancy. As a part of 
this, he had to fetch a veta/a (a spirit or demon 
found -usually inhabiting a corpse), observing 
strict silence all the while. 


The gruesome task also turned out to be an ex- 
tremely difficult one.

If the 
king kept silent, knowing the answer, the veta/a 
would break his head into a thousand pieces.
